The Result in California Yet 
in Doubt, 


With the Chanees Strongly in Favor 
of the Republicans, 


The Prospect in the Buckeye State 
Growing Brighter. 


A Possibility That Its Vote May Be Di- 
vided, the Democrats Getting One 
or Two Electors—Wyoming 
Doubtful. 


The election news this morning is 
somewhat more encouraging. It looks 
now as though California were Repub- 
lican by a small plurality, but an offi- 
cial count may be required to deter- 
mine the result. 

In Ohio Republicans are claiming the 
State with more confidence than be- 
fore, but admit that, owing to bungling 
work, one of the Democratic Presiden- 


| tial electors may have been chosen. 


The Democrats claim that two or three 
of their electors have pluralities. In 
this State, too, nothing positive will be 
known till after the official count. 
Reports from Wyoming are very con- 
flicting, and it has therefore been 
placed in the list of doubtful States.

CALIFORNIA. 
IT IS PROBABLY REPUBLICAN. 
Sawn Francisco, Noy. 11.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The following is the 


cial returns from California on the 
Presidential election, and no further 
compilation will be made until the offi- 
cial count commences next week. 

Returns from all but thirty-nine pre- 
cincts in San Francisco, and all but 
244 precincts outside of San Frau- 
‘cisco, give Harrison, 109,715; 
Cleveland, 105,529; Weaver, § 22,- 
816; Hagsrison’s plurality, 4186. 

It is impossible to give the exact com- 
parative vote in those precincts which 
have not been heard from, as changes 
have been made in many of them, but 
the closest estimate thatcan be made 
shows that the missing precincts in the 
State outside of San Francisco gave 
Cleveland a plurality of 880 in 1888. 

Present indications are that the Re- 
publicans have carried the State bya 
small plurality on the Presidential vote. 

The following is the result of the lat- 
est tabulation of Congressional returns 
in this State, and it is the last computa- 
tion which will be made before the offi- 
cial count commences next week: 

Three hundred and nineteen out of 
432 precincts in the First District give 
Geary (Dem.) 15,248, Davis (Rep. ) 
10,599, Swafford (Pop.) 850. 

Four hundred and twenty-three out of 
451 precincts in the Second District 
give Caminetti (Dem.) 20,213, Davis 
(Rep.) 16,450. 

Two hundred and seventeen out of 
238 precincts in the Third District give 
English (Dem,) 12,878, Hilborn (Rep. ) 
12,932, Lyons (Pop.) 8049, The pre- 
cincts to be heard from in this district 
are in the following counties: One in 
Colusa, two in Contra Costa, three in 
, Glenn and fifteen in Lake. 

The pluralitv of Maguire (Dem.) over 
Alexander (Rep.,) in the Fourth Dis- 
trict, is estimated at 1000 to 1500. 

Eighty-three outof eighty-five pre- 
cincts outside of San Francisco in the 
Fifth District give Kyland  (Dem.,) 
4664; Loud (Rep.,) 471%: Morrison 

(Pop.,) 10938. Loud’'s plurality in San 
Francisco is estimated at 850 to 650. 

Two hundred and sixty-two out of 275 
precincts in the Sixth District give 
Cannon (Dem. and Pop.,) 20,0538; Lind- 
ley (Rep.,) 13.872. 

Three hundred and ninety-eight out 
ot 443 precincts in the Seventh District 
give Wellborn (Dem.,) 18,514; Bowers 
(Rep.,) 14,841; Hamilton (Pop.,) 3944. 
The precincts which have not reported 
inthis district are seven in Fresno 
county, ten in Kern, eight in Merced. 
nine in San Bernardino, nine in San 
Diego and two in Tulare. 

Latest returns seem to indicate that 
theDemocrats willhavea majority of two 
on joint ballot in the next Legislature, 
and a plurality of seven over the Re- 
publicans. The last computation, made 
tonight, shows: Democrats, 2; ~Re- 
publicans, 55; Non-Partisans, 2; Popu- 
lists, 1. These figures are based upon 
returns as complete as it will be possibile 
to obtain until the official count. deter- 
mines the resuit definitely.

Many accusations have 
been made that German agents in Da- 
homey furnished King Behanzin with 
juick-firing rifles. These have been de- 
nied by Germans, who asserted that if 
Hehanzin had such weapons he procured 
them from the British. The latter as- 
sertions are borne out by a capture just 
made off the coast of Dahomey. The 
Brandon, a French dispatch boat, 
cruising off the Dahomeyan coast, sur- 
prised the British steamer John Holly 
with a cargo of Winchester rifles and 
ammunition, beyond all douvt intended 
forthe Dahomeyan army. The vessel 
was seized and the cargo confiscated. 
The matter will undoubtedly be made 
the subject of diplomatic remonstrance.

New York, Nov. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.|] Justice Andrews of the 
Supreme Court signed an order today 
removing to the United States Court 
the suit of Count Arthur Dillon of Paris, 
France, against John W. Mackay to 
recover $34,880, alleged to be due for 
moneys advanced and_ services ren- 
dered in purchasing French telegraph 
stock.

A San Jose Min Mysteri-

His Body Found Suspended from the 
Limb of a Tree. 


He Had Been Bound, Gagged and 
Then Strung Up. 


Robbery Evidently Not the Motive of Hi« 
Unknown Murderers—An Inquest Be- 
gun—Some Sensational Develop- 
ments are Promised Soon.

San José, Nov. 11.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Henry Planz, aged 25 
years, recently appointed manager of 
the Fredericksburg brewery, was found 
this morning hanging to a tree on 


Julian street, near the Guadalupe 
bridge. His bands were tied behind 
his back, his feet were tied together, 


and a handkerchief was over his mouth. 
‘The ground near the tree, and for a dis- 
tance of thirty feet, showed evidence 
ofastruggle. The affair is shrouded in 
mystery. 

From investigations made by officers 
and reporters it seems probably that 
robbery was the motive for murder., 
Planz attended the theater last night 
and went to the Oberon alone .for 
lunch. He had lunch and drank two 
glasses of beer. He then left the saloon 
alone and was seen soon after and about 
12 o'clock on First street by Henry 
Jouvanel, the lunch man at the Oberon. 
They talked together and walked to St. 
James street before they separated to 
gohome. Jouvanel said it was strange 
that a young man in his position should 
walk home atthat hour: Planz lodged 
on Stockton avenue, about a mile from 
the center of the town, and a quarter 
of a mile from the brewery. . The route 
is through a rather thinly-populated 
district on the latter half ,of the dis- 
tance. Planz said be was ‘not afraid 
and laughed at the idea. Jouvanel re- 
marked: ‘You have got a long pair of 
legs totake you out of barm’s way.”’ 
Planz was 6 feet 34g inches high. e 
men separated and no one else saw 
Planz alive. 

The theory now is that Planz was at- 
tacked by two or three men, robbed and 
killed before he was hanged, and that 
the tragedy occurred forty or fifty feet 
from the tree where the body was 
found. No marks were found on the 
body to show how death was caused, ex- 
cept marks of the rope around the neck. 
It is supposed that the men threw a 
rope around his neck from behind and 
strangled him, and that they then 
robbed him of all but a diamond ring on 
his finger. His pockets were all turned 
inside out. He wore a fine gold watch, 
presented to him years ago by Mrs. 
Schnabel, wife of one of the former 
proprietors of the brewery, duly in- 
scribed as a gift from her. The watch 
and sleeve-buttons, scarf-pin and money 
in his pockets were all taken. He was 
hanged on a limb eleven feet from 
the ground, and his feet were 
three and one-half feet from 
the gronnd. The rope around his 
neck was a sliding loop and was wrapped 
four or five times around the limb and 
tucked under so that the weight of the 
bodv held it. It was not tied at all. 
Evidences on the ground and stone walk 
and marks on the sides of the shoes 
showed that the body had been carried 
with the feet dragging for some dis- 
tance before the body was hanged, but 
thus far no exact spot where the strug- 
gle occurred was found, 

The body was found by John Sullivan, 
night yardman atthe Broad Gauge de- 
pot, as he was going home from work 
this morning about 6:15. He went to 
cross a piece of vacant property and as 


he passed through a break in the fence | 


he sawahat. He looked up and the 
body was hanging almost in front of 
him. 

At the inquest this afternoon there 
were some new developments to throw 
light upon the tragedy. Mrs. Fitzpat- 
rick stated that, aiter searing of the 
tragedy, she went in Planz’s room and 
found his watch and chain, diamond 
ring and scarf pin. 

Jouvanel testified to having parted 
with Planz atthe corner of First and 
St. John. streets, Planz going toward 
Market street. 

W. S. Leon, a railroad man who re- 
sides on Santa Teresa street, testified 
that somewhere between 12 and 1 
o'clock he was awakened by dogs bark- 
ing furiously. This continued for some 
time, and finally he got up and went 
out to see “vhat the cause was. He 
walked to Julian street, 
men apparently engaged in a row. 
‘They were going in the directson of the 
scene of the tragedy. When he turned 
around and went home they were 
within a few rods of the spot where 
Planz was killed. 

The inquest adjourned till. 10 
o’clock tomorrow morni 

Abe Jones stated to a reporter that 
about 1 o'clock this morning he was 
walking north on First street and 
caught up with Planz in front of the St. 
James Hotel, They walked tegether 
on First street to Julian, amd about 
1:10 they parted, Planzsaying: ‘‘Come 
out to the Fredericksburg some Sunday 
afternocn and we’ll have a good time.” 

It is possible that Leon was mistaken - 
astothetime of night when he was 
awakened, and that Planz, after. part- 
ing with Jones, continued on Jul.an 
street, and it was he and his murderers 
whom Leon saw.. The theory generally 
now accepted is that robbery was not the 
object of the crime, and sensational de. 
velopments are expected soon.

Conservative Politics Suddenly Be- 
come Very Elastic. 


Gladstone’s Opponents Endeavoring to 
Steal His Thuander—Morley’s Irish 
Tenant Commission a Fiat 
Fallure—London Gossip.

Nov. 11.—|Copyright, 1892, 
by New York Associated Press.| No 
event in the recent history of the Con- 
servative party approaches in impor- 
tance the adoption of the new pro- 
gramme by the conference of the Con- 
servatives Association in Edinburgh. 
The platform, which is frankly demo- 
cratic, even goes beyond the Newcastle 
programme of the Liberals in admitting 
popular control of party legislation and 
further contrasts favorably with the 
Liberal Federation’s policy as allowing 
greater independence of opinion among 
the adherents of the principle of union- 
ism. The rigidity of the old Torvism 
has absolutely vanished and is replaced 
by an elastic constitutionalism, which 
Balfour and. other leaders accepted, 
though certain older members of 
the party continue to think it 
incompatible with genuine Conservativ- 
ism and dangerous to the success of 
party government. The programme in- 
cludes an electoral registration form 
with equalization of seats and reduction 
of the period of occupancy required to 
qualify voters. This in itself trenches 
on the Liberal proposals in the same di- 
rection. The conference next approved 
the extension of the franchise to female 
rate-payers, disfranchisement of il- 
literate voters, popular control of the 
liquor traffic, State provision for old 
age, assistance to workingmen toenable 
them to acquire land for building pur- 
poces, amendment to the emplovers’ 
liability laws and factory acts in the 
workingmen's interests. Finally some 
tough home-ruleism is infused in the 
programme by approvai of thetrans- 
ferrance of private bill procedure from 
Palriament committees to local bodies. 
The transformed spirit of the party is 
attributed largely to the liberalizing 
influence of the Unionist allies and 
partly to the leaders recognizing the 
necessities of the times. 

THE EVICTED TENANTS’ QUESTION. 

John Morley’s evicted tenants’ com- 
mission seems doomed to disastrous 
failure. Neither Lord Salisbury's jibes 
nor Balfour’s denunciation caused the 
collapse of the commission, but internal 
disputes and partisan mismanagement 
by Justice Mathews are the chief fac- 
tors inthe break-up. Besides Murphy, 
who resigned, Murrough O’Brien will 
retire, and another member, Roche, 
has: intimated a desire to be replaced. 
The desertions are attributed to Justice 
Mathews’s procedure. The withdraw- 
als leave two members of the commis- 
sion, but it is rumored the government 
will fill the vacancies with home-rule 
nominees and continue the commission, 
though its end is a smoke foul in the 
nostrils of Parliament. 

The Radicals have abandoned all hope 
of any legislation for the evicted ten- 
ants during the coming session. The 
plan now discussed by the ministerial 
circle is not to ask the House of Com- 
mons to vote a grant for relief, but to 
evade a decision of the house by draw- 


ing funds enough from the land pur- 


chase commission to compulsorily pur- 
chase portions of estates from obstinate 
landlords, and to make loans to the ten- 
ants tognable them to start their farms 
anew. With another general election 
within sight, prudent Liberal members 
of the Commons hesitate to approve a 
course which is certain to arouse gen- 
eral reprobation.

Seven hundred 
servants have already joined, and the 
union intends to hold open-air meetings 
to give expression to the demands that 
the government establish a servants’ 
labor exchange, where no fees are ex- 
acted; fix the hours of-labor, regulate 
salaries and force employers to give 
suitable characters to servants on dis- 
missal.

New York, Nov. 11.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| William Bant, a sleck 
young English swindler who has oper- 
ated all over the country, is under ar- 
rest. The prisoner admits that he is a 
fraud, and gloats over the fact that he 
duped hundreds of people between here 
and San Francisco out of sums ranging 
from $10 10850. He represented him- 
self to engineers as a grandson of Rob- 
ert Stevenson, the famous English en- 
gineer. Letters of introduction to 
Commodore Wilson and Chief Engineer

A TRAGIC SEQUEL 


Suicide of a Man Who Had Shot Two 
Women. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A.J. Burrus, who at- 
tempted to kill Mrs. Goode and Miss 
Walters in this city a few years ago, is 
reported today as having suicided by 
drowning in White Bear Lake. He was 
employed in the same place with the 
two women, and was discharged be- 
cause he refused to apologise for a slur- 
ring remark about the women. He 
waited outside and shot them as they 
left work at night. Mrs. Goode died a 
short time ago, never having fully re- 
covered her heaith after the shooting. 
The other victim, Miss Walters, is a 
hopeless paralytic, the bullet having in- 
jured her spine. Burrus served a short 
term in the penitentiary, and his sui- 


cide is supposed to have been caused by 
remorse.

ALMOST A FIGHT. 
A Serious Outbreak 
Narrowly 


Vigorous Protes: by tho Navajod 


Against Government Schools. 


They Refuse to Have Their Children 
Taken from Them. 


The Agent Meets With «a Warm Recep- 
tion and Wontld 


Ifave Heen Was. 
sacred With His Party bat 
for the Troops, 

Faruopin the highlands of North 
eastern Arizona. where the dill red of 
the sandy rock soit burns. in the hot 
blasts that sweep over the arid and 
desert plains, the Navaio tribe of Im 
dians live. among whom are the cele 
brated ciiff-dwellers. of whichso much 
has been said and written. It is here 
that the savage is found with all the 
traits and péculiar characteristics 
known and attributed to the h ghest of 
this fast diminishing race of people. 
Inthe springtime he piants his maize 
and othe’ cereals. and tends hi« flocks 
upon the scanty pastures afforded by 
the winter's rains, and at nigh: vathers 
his family around the beloved in 
a peace and gquietude somewhat ume 
wonted to the majority of his race. 
He is entirely self-sustaining. and 
his herds, numbered by the thousands. 
roam over the almost barren hilis and 


the sterile soil is most assiduously tilled 
to furnish the sustenance his meager 
wants require. 
Hostile to every attempt at encroach. 
ing civilization and Govern 


ment inter- 
ference, the Navajos for years defied 
the powers of Mexico to quell them, 
and now that the United St es has 
thrown about them the restraint of mil- 
itary observation they constantly fret 


against the cord of power that « urtails 
and confines them to.a 
The more re- 
cent trouble. which tas come up 
through the desire of the Indian agent, 
acting under his Government instrac- 
tions. to get a number of the Navajo 
children into *the school at Defiance, 
strikingly illustrated the fact that the 
latent spirit of the redskin needs buta 
spark to ignite it. 

Among all of the southern tribes of 
Indians the Navajos. have all along 
offered the most decided resistance to 
having their children educated. They 
are fearful of the result, and with nat- 
ural affection object to being parted 
from their offspring and have them 
alienated from the sphere and ways in 
which they are wont to move 

The subject calls to mind an instance 
when the gray-haired parents met their 
children after years of separation, 
when the little ones had grown up and 
were educated. The old squaws 
tenderly approached and offered their 
enlightened children pieces of hard- 
saved coin which they had cherished for 
years with the hope of giving a pleas- 
ing surprise, but the educated Indians 
refused to recognize their parents. The 
old squaws would then sit down ,in the 
aust and cry as bitterly us though their 
hearts would break. 

Now, asthe Navajos had just lost 
many of theirchildren by a scourge of 
diphtheria, it was little wonder that 
they objected to being parted from the 
few that remained. They also remem- 
bered how several of their sons and 
daughters had been stolen from them 
vears ago and remained away. 

On October 29 last Mr. Shipley, the 
agenc in charge of the Indian school at 
Defiance, went up to Round Rock, in the 
Navajo country, with a party to bring 
down some thirty-four children for the 
school, which, he said, the friendly In- 
dians had promised him. 

Tke company soon arrived at Tse-a- 
lee, a point abont fifty miles north of 
the agency, where it was divided, part 
of the number, with native police, going 
into the Carrizo Mountain district, 
another portion advancing into the re- 
gion of Cajion de Chelly, while a third, 
of which Mr. Shipley himself was one, 
proceeded to Round Valley. 

But Black Horse. the noted chieftain 
of the Navajos, had heard of their ad- 


| vance through the Carrizo Mountain di- 


vision, and the purpose for which the 
agent had come, and, immediately col- 
lecting his band of followers, set out for 
Round Valley to oppose the agent and 
break up his plans. When they met the 
agent offered Biack Horse fair terms 
and promised good treatment for the 
children; but the old chief would not 
compromise, and threatened to kill the 
agent in case he persisted in keeping 
the school open. The agent refused, 
and Biack Horse stirred up his band, 
and they set upon the party from the 
agency, the latter being obliged 
to take refuge in a neighboring 
storeroom, were they were kept 
prisoners, barr.cading the doors and 
windows aad momentarily expecting an 
attack.. Outside, the warriors of Black | 
Horse raged about and chided them- 
selves for not killing the agent and his 
followers when they 


y had an opporta- 
nity. -Yells of ‘‘Kill the agent!’’ arose 
on every hand, and to tie few inside 


the building with seventy rounds of am- 
munition, the night was passed in any- 
thing but a pleasant manner. 

In the conference preceding, when 
the old chief had been offered terms by 
the agent. he made a speech for the 
liberty and peace of the highland 
homes. Their way of living. he said, 
was good enough for him and his peo- 
ple. ‘They wanted nothing from the 
Government. The people loved their 
children as did the pale face. 

During the mélee that followed when 
the agent’s party managed to get in- 
side the log building, there was one In- 
dian policeman who escaped and se- 
cured a horse. Catching a loose bronco 
that was browsing near by he sprang 
upon his back and without saddle or 
bridle urged the animalto a run, and 
guiding himto Tse-a-iee, carried the 
news ofthe attack to Lieut. Brown. 
On the morning of the next day the 
Lieutenant arrived on the scene with 
ten troopers and was zg ad!ly received by 
the men confined within the house. 
Black Horse offered no resistence to 
the regulars, and finally responded to a 
request from Lieut. Brown for a. par- 
ley, at which he again reiterated his 
cause and begged forthe liberty of his 
children. The old chief still insisted 
that the school be discontinued, but al- 
lowed the agent todepart without fur 
ther molestation. 

» The agent was bitter in his denuncia- 
tion of Black Horse, and claimed that ~ 
in the procuring of the children he had 


the support of all the better element of 


the Navajo tribe. He claimed that 
Black Horse had everything necrly all . 
his own way, and asked that a garrison 
of men be stationed at the point to 
compel obedience 

After Lieut. Brown's parley with 
Black Horse a general handshaking fol- 
lowed between the chief’s party and 
the troopers, ‘and the trouble seems 
for the time to be at an end, alfhough 
it is liable to break out at almost any 
moment again should a like attempt be 
made to get the children of the, Navajos 
for the scnool.

Therefore, 1490 citizens of this county 
declined to vote for Congressman at all. 

In Los Angeles county the head of the 
Republican ticket received 9353 votes; 
Lindley, 7084. Therefore, 2269 Los 
Angeles county Republicans who voted 
for Harrison refused to vote for 
Lindley. 

The head of the Democratic ticket 
received in this county 7015 votes, 
the head of the People’s Party ticket, 
2661; total, 9676. Cannon polled 
10,482 votes, befng 806 more than 
the full strength of both tickets. 
Thus it appears that he received enough 
Republican votes to offset all the de- 
fections of the Democrats and 806 be- 
sides. 

But let us carry our analvsis a little 
further, and see what became of the 
normal Republican majority in this 
district which Lindley'’s supporters ex- 
pected him to ‘travel’? on.

How to Kegister. 
{Kern County Echo.) 

Two years ago the Echo called atten- 
tion to what it considered a fault in our 
registration law and it now again does 
the sume Work over. Great registers 
are compiled to prevent fraudulent vot- 
ing. Wecan conceive of no other use 
which they subserve. The frauds which 
they are expected to prevent are the 
casting of votes by those not legally 
qualified and the casting of more than 
one ballot byany elector. Neither of 
these points are accomplished by the 
present system. John Doe registers in 
precinct A, but it is permissibie for him 
to vote in either precinct B. Cor D. In 
fact, there is absolutely nothing-to pre- 

nt his voting in all of these places if 
he will dothe required amount and kind 
of swearing. Richard Roe is not 
an elector, baving arrived io the 
county too late to register. He 
has only to discover where John 
Doe expects to vote and then pre- 
sent himself at some other precinct and 
give the name of Doe. Recent changes 
in the law, requiring the height, com- 
plexion et cetera of the elector to be 
given, it was thought would effectually 
check false impersonation. But a mo- 
ment's reflection will convince anyone 
that such is not the case. Scores of 
men inevery community are, for ex- 
ample, ‘5 feet 8 inches in height, with 
brown hair and brown eyes.’’ Two 
men may not have any general resem- 
blance—the countenances, cut of hair 
or beard may be entirely different—yet 
such a description as is now required 
would fit both. Here's the Echo's 
remedy. Do away with the county 
register and have only precinct reg- 
isters made. Require electors to regis- 
ter only where they expect to vote and 
then have them attach their siguatures 
to the certificates of registration. This 
would save the very considerable ex- 
pense of printing a county register. If 
the precinct registers were printed 
there would needs be. but avery few 
copies of each. But there is no neces- 
sity for having them printed at all. 
The original registration—and it should 
for convenience be made and signed by 
the elector in duplicate—should be used 
at the polls. These original copies 
should be arranged alphabetically and 
fastened together, forming little books 
for each precinct. An elector having 
voted, his certificate is so marked, and 
hence there can be no repeating. His 
registration being found at but one pre- 
cinct, he cannot vote at all] the pre- 
cincts in the county. His signature be- 
ing there, no one else can vote his 
name, as the forging of a name is very 
difficult indeed.

PUBLIC WURKS. 


Recommendations Adopted by the Board 


ut Yesierday's Meeting, 

The Board of Public Works met ves- 
terday. when the following recommen- 
dations were adopted for submission to 
the Council Monday: 


Recommend@d'that the petition from H. M. 
West etal., asking the Council to order In- 
graham street opened from Kip street to 
the westline of the Fairmont tract, be 
granted, andthe City Engineer instructed 
to make survey and map of property to be 
taken aud furnish sametothe City Attor- 
ney. to draft the ordinance of intention. 

Recommend that C. W. Duffy or assigns 
be granted an extension of forty-five days’ 
time in which to complete the paving of 
Central Place, between Second and- Third 
streets. 

Recommend that the City Attorney draft 
a contract with D. F. Donegan to make a 
cut on Fanning street to drain First street, 
eighteen feet in width at the top andtwelve 
feet at the bottom, toa depth sufficient to 
carry off the storm water (grade stakes 
to be given by the City Engineer) for the 
sum of $295. 

Recommend that the Street Superintend- 
ent notify property-owners on Buena Vista 
street, between Bellevue avenue and the 
Baker Iron Works, to put in cement side- 
walks, where not already laid, and save the 
expense of ordinance; also on Pearl street, 
west side, between Tenth and Ottawa 
streets. 

Recommend that the petition from Au- 
gust Krug be referred tothe Citv Engineer, 
the same being in reference to a buikhead 
at Wells street. 

_ Recommend that the St reet Superintend. 
ent fill sidewalks on the south side of Seventh 
street across Bryant street. 

Recommend tbat the Zanjero be in- 
structed to lower the zanja pipe across 
Eleventh street at Burlington avenue, 
across Winfield street, across Twelfth 
street and Girard street, so as not to ob- 
struct the crading of the streets. 

Recommend that the Street Superintend- 

ent clean off the dirt from Figueroa street 
between Picoand Washington streets, and 
have the same swept Wednesday and Sat- 
urday nights. 
. Tn the matter of the petition from L. H. 
Hannaet al., asking the Council to order 
Iowa street graded and graveled, cement 
curb and cement sidewalk four feet wide, 
between Washington and Sixteenth streets, 
under part four, of the general street law, 
for the issuance of bonds, recommend the 
same be referred to the City Engineer to 
present estimate of the costof said work, 
and if the same exceeds the sum of $2 per 
front foot along each side of said street, 
‘then to present ordinance of intention. 

On the petition from M. J. Davison et al., 
to have the Council order Providence 
street graded, graveled, cement curbed and 
cement sidewalk laid six feet wide between 


Sevepth and Ninth streets, bodnds to be 


sued to pay thecost of said work, we rec- 
ommend the same be referred to the City 
Engineer for estimate of cost, and if same 
exceeds the sum of $2 per front foot along 
each side of said street, then to present or- 
dinance of intention. 

Recommend that the petition from Brad- 
ner W. Leeetal., inreference to the con.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


A Peep at the Passenger Agent's 
~ Black List. 


Los Angeles Citizans Who Are Barred 
from Pass Privileges. 


How a Confederate Major Felt 
About a Desired Annual. 


Why Some Preachers Cannot Get any 
Half.fare Permits — Theatrical 
Men Whe Are Ostra- 
cised— Notes. 


A great many people, even among 
those directly interested, are not aware 
of the existence of acertain railroad 
‘‘black list,’’ which is issued annually 
for the guidance of general passenger 
agent, and which contains some infor- 
mation that would be very interesting 
if given publicity. This is a pamphlet 
entitled “Confidential Memorandum,”’ 
and is issued only tothe general pass- 
enger agents who are subscribers, and 
by them it is kept under lock and key, 
as it is for the exclusive information of 
those to whom it is sent. It is a curios- 
ity tothe uninitiated. The little pam- 
phiet's only birthmark is the date, but 
whence it came is a mystery. The 
‘‘whither goeth’’ end of the quotation is 
clear enough. One-half of the little 
book is devoted to the individual list, 


pers. The parts are reversed, as if two 
pamphlets had been tied together to 
make one, and as you turn it over you 
will see either the names of black- 
listed men or newspapers. 

Woe betide the man or firm, so far as 
getting a pass is concerned, whose cog- 
nomen ornaments the pamphiet. His 
name is Dennis on every railroad in the 
country. unless he is restored in their 
good graces. The circular announces 
that several papers and individuals 
have made amends and are eligible to 
favors. 

Each page in the pamphlet has four 
columns, giving respectively the name, 
residence, business and reasons why 
passes are refused. It certainly can’t 
be pleasant fora man to feel that his 
name is posted in the main offices of 
all the railroads in the United States, 
with some biting remark following it, 
as for example, ‘‘first-class fraud,’’ 
‘sold his pass,’’ ‘‘loaned it to another,”’ 
which is a minor offense, but, neverthe- 
less, not excused by managers; ‘‘fraud 
throughout,’’ ‘deadbeat of the rankest 
kind’’ (the editor doesn’t mince words), 
‘‘asks for passes under false pretenses,”’ 
‘sells mnon.- transferable mileage,’’ 
‘loaned his pass,’ ‘‘forged passes,”’ 
‘disposed of his annual pass,’’ ‘‘no such 
paper,’’ ‘no such railroad, makes out 
list of officers and asks for passes for 
them,” or a hundred other offenses of a 
similar character. 

Clergymen are notexempt. It would 
certainly make a preacher blush with 
shame to see his name and residence 
published with such remarks after it as 
‘alters and loans one-half fare per- 
mits,’’ ‘‘changed a permit to include 
his wife,’’ ‘‘willfully allowing his half- 
fare permit to be used by another,”’ 
‘sells his reduced-rate tickets to 
scalpers,’’ etc. Noless than four Los 
Angeles preachers are in the latest 
issue of the ‘‘Memorandum,”’ and if re- 
cent rumors can be believed, this num- 
ber will be increased in next year’s 
issue. The offenders against the pass 
rule live in nearly every city in the 
United States. In glancing over the 
pamphlet it would strike a casual observ- 
er that the greatest number of black 
sheep reside in Chicago. Pittsburgh 
bas one, an alleged newspaper man, 
who is nat known in the profession, and 
another citizen who formerly lived in 
the city. In the newspaper list none 
of the great dailies of the country ap- 
pear, but there isa formidable array of 
tainor sheets, bogus and legitimate, 
whose editors must be fond of acting as 
pass-brokers. An agent said: 

‘It is the old story. People feelthey 
have done a smart and righteous act if 
they beat a railroad, but if they were 
posted they would know’ that it is the 
poor clerks and hard-working employés 
who suffer) The man who walks away 
with too much change, or takes two 
tickets which were given him by mis- 
take, when he was entitled to one, 
doesn’t stop to think that it is not the 
company that bears the burden of his 
trickery, but the agent. He is respon- 
sible for all shortages caused by his 
blunders, and it comes out of his sal- 
ary.’’ 

; POETRY ABOUT A PASS. 

Maj. Henry T. Stanton,. author of 
‘‘The Moneyless Man” and other clever 
poems, recently wrote an extremely 
bright and funny letter to Gen. John 
Echols, president of the Newport News 
and Mississippi Valley Railway Com- 
pany, in making application for a pass. 
The novel communication 1s in rhyme. 
Gen. Echols, whose uname, by the way, 
adorns the resolvtions of secession 
adoptéd by the State of Virginia, and 
who was a prominent figure. in the Con- 
federate military forces throughout the 
war, tolda Recorder reporter of the in- 
cident while the two were thrown to- 
gether in traveling last week.

Stockholders’ Liability for Chicago 
Indebtedness to Be Tested. 


Strong Array of Legal Talent En- 
gaged on Both Sides, 


Jadgment Finally Rendered Against the 
Bicyclist—The Laird Damage suit

Notes- 


A case of considerable importance to 
the California stockholders of the Paci- 
fic (cable) Railway Company, it being 
brought to test the question as to their 
liability for an indebtedness of that 
corporation incurred in Chicago, came 
up for trial before Judge Van Dyke in 
Department Four yesterday. 

The action, which is entitled the 
Northwestern National Bank of Chicago 
vs. William Alvord et al., with the os- 
tensible purpose of recovering the sum 
of $100,000 and interest, alleged to 
be due on a promissory note, is brought 
under the laws of this-State for the 
reason, that the statutes provide that 
the gtopicholders of a corporation are 
liable Ter all of its debts, whereas in 
the State of Illinois they are not liable 
when the capital stock is fully paid up. 

An unusually bright galaxy of legal 
luminaries was arrayed at the bar as 
counsel for the opposing parties. For 
the plaintiff appeared Hon. Edwin 
Walker of Chicago. W. P. Gardiner and 
Messrs. Allen, Conrey and Miller of this 
city, while the defendants were revre- 
serite T. Z. Blakeman, Esq., of San 
Francisco for W. Alvord and Messrs. 
Chapman and Hendrick and J. D. Bick- 
nell for the other defendants. 

The plaintiff in its complaint alleges 
that it is a corporation doing business in 
the city of Chicago, Ill., and that the de- 
fendants are stockholdersin the Pacific 
Railway Company, also a corporation, 
organized under the laws of the State 
of Illinois with a capital stock of 2500 
shares, all of which have been issued to 
defendants, forthe purpose of operat- 
ing a cable railway inthe city of los 
Angeles. That on September 1, 1889, 
plaintif? loaned the Pacific Railway 
Company the sum of $100,000 
on a note, which was renewed 
on July 2, 1891, when 110 
first mortgage bonds in the sum of 
$1000 each were deposited as collateral 
security by President C.B. Holmes, who 
signed the note and authorized the 
bank, if necessary, to sell the security. 
That said debt was incurred for the pur- 
pose of constructing the cable road, 
that nothing had been paid thereon, 
and thateach of the defendants was 
liable for his share, pro-rata, of the in- 
debtedness, 

The defendants, in their answer, enter 
a general denial to these allegations, 
but admit that the Pacific Cable Rail- 
way Company was incorporated under 
the laws of Illinois, and assert that 
prior to the time that plaintiff?’ became 
a creditor of that corporation all of its 
capital stock hai been paid up, that the 
indebtedness was incurred in Chicago, 
and that under the laws of that State 
the stockholders of a corporation were 
not liable to any creditor thereof when 
the par value of its stock had been 
paid. The defendant, William Alvord, 
files a separate answer embodying the 
same views. 

After a number cf depositions had 
been read the matter went over until 
this morning. 

JUDGMENT AGAINST ABEL. 

The case of Snow, Church & Co. of 
Boston vs. P. L. Abel, a local bicycle 
agent, came up for hearing again in 
Department Three, yesterday, and re- 
sulted in judgment for the plaintiff 
therein as prayed for. .. . 

The defendant in 1890-91 purchased 
goods from the Whitten-Godden Cycle 
Company of Providence, R. 1, and the 
Hartford Cycle Company of Hartford, 
Ct., upon which there remained due a 
balance of $453.69, which claim was 
assigned to plaintiff, and there was 
also due $20 on two notes taken up by 
defendant in payment for a machine, 
all of which Abel repudiates, claiming 


to have made a settlement with the 


companies referred to. 
THE LAIRD DAMAGE SUIT. 

The trial of the case of Mrs. Mary J. 
Laird of Fresno vs, the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé Railroad Company. 
an action for $25,000 damages for 
permanent injuries sustained by reason 
of the derailing of a train near The 
Needles on November 8, 1891, was re- 
sumed before Judge Ross and a jury in 
the United States Circuit Court yester- 
day, and at the close of the testimony 
for the plaintiff went over until this 
morning. 


Court Notes. 

Mrs. Maude E. M. Anderson has in- 
stituted proceedings to obtain a divorce 
from her husband, Capt. Alexander B. 
Anderson, on various statutory grounds. 

The case of W. H. Holmes vs. John 
L. Van Every, an action to recover 
money alleged to be due on a note. 
came. up for rehearing before Judge 
Clark and a jury in Department Two 
yesterday, but after the jury had been 
impanelled and the pleadings read, the 
Court sustained the objections of the 
defense to certain depositions offered, 
and the plaintiff, being unahle to pro- 
ceed until these technicalities had been 
remedied, asked for and obtained a con- 
tinuance.

IN SOCIAL SPH ERES. 


THE ART OF COOKERY. 

A score of ladies assembled ‘at the 
cooking-school, down on Spring street, 
last Wednesday morning, to learn how 
to make delicacies to tickle the pal- 
ates of their liege lords. recognizing 
the truth of the statement that ‘the 
nearest route to a man’s heart,’’ etc. 
Miss Maynard of the Boston Cooking 
school is the teacher, and under her 
deft manipulation the salads and dress- 
ing and ices and biscuits were buiit 
like magic. She stood before a long 
kitchen table—a model, by the way, for 
all housewives, with its undershelves, 
drawers and convenient arrangements. 
The table was covered with white oil- 
cloth, and on it were mixing-bowls, 
pans, flour-sifters, spoons, egg-beaters, 
pepper-boxes, bottles of flavoring ex- 
tracts, olive oil and all the parapherna- 
lia of cooking. 

The menu included chicken salad, 
mayonnaise dressing, French dressing, 
ice cream and lunch biscuits. Probably 
there isn’t a housewife in Los Angeles 
who has not at some time or other in 
her domestic career struggled with 
mayonnaise dressing, and many are the 
tales of woe which could be told of ab- 
ject failure, when it either ‘‘curdled,”’ 
or stubbornly refused to thicken, or per- 
sisted in running riot over the salad in- 
stead of being firm-and hard. This is 
the rule the Boston teacher followed: 

One-half teaspoon mustard, same of pow- 
dered sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth saltspoon cayenne pepper, yolk of 
one raw egg. one-half pint olive oil, one 
tablespoon vinegar, same of lemon juice. 

This is sufticient for eight or nine 
people. First she mixed the condi- 
ments and then added the yolk of egg, 
beating with a Dover egg beater. 


The 
oil was then added drop by drop at 
first, gradually increasing, an assi stant 
pouring it in while the cook beat the 
mixture constantly with the egg beater. 
In a few minutes it was a .bick, smooth 
batter. The vinegar and lemon juice 
were then added to thinit. ‘**Now,’’ 
said Miss Maynard, ‘‘set it away in the 
refrigerator for an hour if you want it 
to become firm.’’ 

‘‘Now we'll make our salad,’’ she con- 
tinued. ‘Take one and one-half as 
much celery as you have chicken. Cut 


the chicken into small dice, but don't. 


mince it; adda little salt. Pour over 
it this French dressing, which is suit- 
able for potato, vegetable or egg salads 
as well. Itis very simple and this is 
the recipe: 

One saltspoon of salt, one-half saltspoon 
pepper, three tablespoons olive oil, one 
tablespoon lemon juice. 

“Some people mix the salad, pour 
this dressing over it, and let it stand all 
night, thinking it gets more thoroughly 
mixed, but I prefer not to do this.”’ 

When the salad was mixed Miss May- 
nard arranged itin a glass dish and 
masked it with the mayohnaise dress- 
ing, decorating the top with sprigs of 
celery and parsley, with a few capers 
sprinkled over it. ‘Of course one can 
decorate it as elaborately as_ they 
choose,’’ she said, ‘with hard-boiled 
eggs or olives, but I prefer this simple 
method, or you can serve it on lettuce 
leaves, which is always a dainty way. 

“Now, we'll try the lunch biscuits,’’ 
she said, energetically, setting out the 
fiour-sifter,,and getting the mixing 
bowl. ‘Put twocups of flour in your 
sitter (suiting the action to the words,) 
and add two teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt and sift fto 
your bowl; thenadda tablespoonful of 
butter ard mix thoroughly with the 
hands; next add milk enough to make a 
thick batter—I cannot tell vou just the 
quantity to use; it depends on your 
flour. 
suited to bread-making and the St. 
Louis brand for pastry. Mix with a 
knife—I always use a knife—till it isa 
soft dough and then puta little flour— 
mind I say a very little—on your mould- 
ing board and do not roll the dough, but 


instead pound it; rolling makes 
it tough. When it is as_ thin 
as pie crust cut out bis- 


cuits with a small cutter, the size of the 
top of a wineglass; brush the top of 
each one with butter and lay another 
biscuit over it. Cutting them thus thin 
and baking two in one makes them 
crusty, and people nowadays want ev- 
erything crusty. Remember to knead 
and work your dough as little as_ possi- 
ble, otherwise your biscuits will be 
tough. Put in the hottest oven you can 
make and bake ten miuutes. Biscuits 
spoil by long baking.’’ 

In making the icecream Miss May- 
nard called special attention to the 
manner of packing the freezer, as the 
smoothness and relative goodness of the 
cream depend almost entirely upon this. 
‘The freezer was a three-quart one, and 
she packed it in the proportion of three 
saucers ofice to one of rock salt. The 
cream must be constantly and vigor- 


ously stirred after the first five minutes, : 


and two quarts will freeze in twenty 
minutes unless one wants to mould it. 
‘Then it should be packed in the mould 
at the end of the twenty minutes and 
left standing in the freezer two hours, 
when it can be cut in slices. ;

THE INSURANCE UNION. 


Too Much at Stake to Break Up the 
Organization. 

Discussing the Insurance Union, and 
the rumor that it was about to break 
up, the San Francisco Chronicle of 
Thursday says: 

W.S. Duval, manager of the Pacific In- 
surance Union, returned on Tuesday from 
Salt Lake, where he attended a meeting of 
the Western Assurance Union. With re- 
gard to the rumored withdrawals of cer- 
tain companies from the compact. Mr. 
Duval stated that while it is true that the 
Northwestern National of Milwaukee had 
given notice of withdrawal, to take effect 
in thirty days, it is not true that the Royal, 
Norwich Union or Commercial Union have 
any of them given such notice. There are 
125 companies in the union, of which two 
have given notice. The second one, the 
Pheonix Home, did so because it entered the 
union with the understanding that in case 
notice of withdrawal were served by any 
company it would do likewise. _ 

From an insurance broker who has taken 
an active partin the formation of the In- 
surance Brokers’ Association it is learned 
that there are very potent reasons why the 
members of the union do not wish a disso- 
lution. The new year, when ‘‘contingents”’ 
will be payable by the home companies, is 
at hand, and a disturbance of existing 
rates would much more rapidly wipe out 


from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 of *con- 


tingents”’ than a big fire would. 

These ‘‘contingents’’ are the sums of 
money in the shape of percentages paid by 
the home companies to their local man- 
agers 
certain stipulated volume, varying with the 
size of the company and the expectations 
of its directors. Managers all over the 
Coast will be entitled to draw from a few 
hundred to several thousand in this city. 

A rupture in the union would mean re- 
writing policies, or what is the same thing, 
extending the time, cutting the rate and so 
wiping out the extra profits or contingents, 
which no manager wants to see done.

SAN BERNARDINO. 

Forty-six out of seventy-seven precincts 
in this county give Harrison 2622; Cleve- 
land, 1596; Bidwell, 442; Weaver, 474. 
This isa little over four-fifths of the vote 
of the county. 

Unofficial returns have been received 
from allthe precincts in the county save 
that of Ivanpat. and give Hamilton, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Clerk, a plurality of 6 
according to one, and 33 according to an- 
other count. Ivanpah may reduce this ma- 
jority by 4 or 5, making-a recount neces- 
sary. 

The Democrats elected Booth Sheriff by 
ever 300. The rest of the county ticket, 
with the exception, perhaps, of Coroner, is 
Republican by majorities of from 100 to 
1200. 

CITY TRUSTEES, 

At the meeting of the City Trustees on 
Wednesday night the ordinance re-warding 
the city was passed, notwithstanding a pe- 
tition against such action at present, signed 
by over 400 of the property holders of the 
city, was presented and ably upheldin the 
meeting by some of the best men of the 
city. Itis purely an effort onthe part of 
three members of the board to legislate for 
personal benefits. The two hold-over mem- 
bers voted against the proposition, while 
Kenniston, Lesher and Mee, whose terms 
expire this year, voted for re-warding. To 
Say that the citizens are disgusied is to ex- 
press the state of their feelings very 
mildly. 

GHASTLY FIND. 

An offensive odor was observed about the 
corner of E and Third streets on Thursday 
afternoon, and the City Marshal finally 
started in search of the cause. He pro- 
ceeded to search the old brewery block on 
the corner, and on the second floor of the 
building came to the room occupied for the 
past fifteen years by John G. Reinhold, 
whence the carrion smell seemed to issue. 
Upon entering the room a ghastly spectacle 
met the gaze of the searching party. Be- 
fore their eyes there lay upon its bed the 
black, bloated and decomposing body of 
Reinhold. The corpse lay upon its left 
side, and bore every indication of having 
been lying peacefully in that position when 
death came. 

John G. Reinhold was 67 years old, un- 
married, a Prussian by birth, His trade 
was that of contractor and builder, which 
he practiced in this city for a couple of 
vears after coming here about twenty 
years ago to erect a building for John An- 
dreson. He then engaged in meacarffile 
business, retiring two vears ago with a 
competency. He was last seen alive on last 
Tuesday morning, the day of election, 
From appearances he was about that day, 
probably as well and hearty as he had been 
for several years, and at night retired, 
leaving a lamp burning. It is probable 
that he was stricken while asleep with 
heart trouble, an affiction from which he 
suffered, and did not again aWaken to light 
inthis world. The lamp upon the table 
burned on till the oil was consumed,and then 
it, too. went out. The Coroner's jury re- 
ae vp verdict to the effect that he came 
to his death through natural causes. Mr. 
Reinhold left a will, which was produced at 
ihe Coroner's inquest, in which it was 
found that over eight thousand dollars was 
left, to be disposed of in yarious bequests 
by Henry Papenhauser, appointed executor 
without bond. He bequeaths $6000 of his 
legacy to asister and a nephew in Europe, 
and the rest to another nephew and several 
secret organizations. The burial will be 
made by the Odd Fellows of this city at 9 
o'clock this morning.

Authors’ Knowledge of Medicine. 

We laughed when Mark Twain proposed 
to deliver a course of lectures upon chem. 
istry before the Royal society, adding that 
he was “in a position to do this with 
grer*er freedom, because he knew nothing 
whatever ahout the science,”’ but the pub- 
lic do not laugh at, but take in all serious 
ness, the medical incidents and opinions 
scattered up and down the pages of the 
novels and poems which so commonly dea! 
with medical matters. One of the strange 
medical things in “Monte Christo” is the 
way in which the old revolationist, Noir- 
tier, manages to hive on, paralyzed in every 
part of his body except his eyelids, which 
he winks freely. Yet-the old fellow reasons 
acutely and finds no difficulty whatever in 
swallowing food and drink. 

Dumas seemed absolutely unaware that 
such a paralytic condition as he describes 
in Noirtier’s case involved of necessity 
brain damage of the most serious kind. 
Elsewhere Dumas made aguillotined head 
speak and weep. In one of his tales in the 
volume ‘‘Les mille et un Fantomes”’ there 
is a story of a man engaged in making ex 
periments on heads fresh from the guillo 
tine in the Reign of Terror. 

Then there was Krook, the Lord Chan. 
cellor in “Bleak House,’ who went off 
the earthly stage by spontaneous com. 
bustion. Dickens might well be excused 
for falling into an error which was at that 
time commonly believed in by people who 
ought to know better. Dulwer Lytton 
went in for medical marvels in “Zanoni,”’ 
but as he was a student of mystic lore. and 
actually learned magic from a professed 
thaumaturgist, the Abbe Constant, his 
wonders were attributable not so much to 
bis ignorance of medical science as to his 
belief in the elixir of life and the transmnu- 
tation of netals.—British Medical Journal.

RAWSILK IN AMERICA’ 


ITS CULTURE BEGAN WITH THE 
EARLIEST COLONIZATION, 


Though Silk Mille Fleurish, This Coun- 
try Fails to Produce the Raw Material. 
Cocoon Nurture Is Possible in Three- 
fourths of the Country. 


If W. W. Cleaver, of Unadilla, who & 
reported as having 25,000 silkworms at 
work, can demonstrate the possibility of 
making $1002 month by silk culture ona 
small scale, he may bring on another craze 
like that of 198. After nearly 300 years of 
experiment it is pretty well established 
that the silkworm may be made to thrive 
in this country and over quite three 
fourths of its area; but in spite of this the 
silk manufacturing industry has grown tc 
great proportions in the United States 
without materic!] aid from growers of na 
tive silk, and the native product cuts ne 
figure in the consumption of the mills. 

The experiment of growing raw silk har 
gone on persistently almost since the days 
that the first permanent colonist get foo! 
upon the continent. Cortez brought silk 
worms to Mexico in 1522, and James [tried 
to send eggs to Virginia in 1609, only twe 
years after the settlement of Jamestown 
but failed because of a shipwreck. Tew 
years later Virginians were urged to raise 
silk, and penal statutes were passed en 
joining the industry upon the colonists, 

Nearly every state in the Union ha: 
sought to encourage silk culture, and al) 
sorts of societies have been formed to pro 
mote the industry. The victims of Jobr 
Law’s West India scheme were allured 
with the hope of successful silk culture i. 
America. When Georgia was settled i: 
1732 grants of land were made, with the 
stipulation that for every ten acres 1% 
white mulberry trees should be planted 
Georgia developed the industry to a greater 
degree than any other colony. The first 
shipment of Georgia silk to England wa 
made in 1735. It weighed eight pounds, 

A filature for reeling raw silk was estab 
lished at Savannah in 1750, and in. 175 
Georgia exported 10,000 pounds of silk t« 
England. After that cotton came in, and 
being more profitable than silk drove th« 
latter out, just as tobacco had driven it 
out in Virginia more than 100 years before 
Some silk was raised in Georgia even dur 
ing the Revolutionary war, and there wa: 
a small export trade as late as 1790. 

For nearly 100 years there was a deter 
mined effort to grow silk in Connecticu' 
In 1819 five tons of raw silk were grown « 
Mansfield, and for several years the valu 
of Connecticut’s raw silk product exceede: 
$100,000 per year. President Stiles, of Ya! 
college, grew silkworms and wrote a boo! 
on silk culture. During the last twenty 
five years of the colonial period experi 
ments in silk culture were made in Penn 
sylvania, New York, New Jersey an 
Maryland. The Revolutionary war, how 
ever, interrupted the experiments, and » 
plan of Benjamin Franklin’s to build 6 
filature for reeling silk in Philadelphi» 
was given up. 

The industry had so much decreased i 
1786 that a newspaper of the day mentior - 
as a remarkable fact that a family in 
Maryland had 2,000 silkworms at work. 
Now, an ounce of fertile eggs will produc 
nearly 40,000 worms. In 1790 there-were 
fifty families in New Haven raising sill. 
worms, and a local paper hoped it woul 
soon be disreputable for a lady or gent). 
man to be found wearing thick silk not « 
Native growth. A company in Rho 
Island had 30,000 mulberry trees growin 
in 1835, and the legislature offered a bount 
of fifty cents a pound on raw silk grow 
within the state. A newspaper declarc 
that Rhode Island was likely to take t 
lead in the manufacture of silk as of cc 
ton. 

In 1840 so greatly had the industr 
grown that the United States export: 
62,552 pounds of raw silk, and in 1844 nex 
ly 400,000 pounds, but in 1850 the exp: 
was only 14,763 pounds. Jt was in t 
period between 1835 and 1850 that the gre 
craze for silk raising seized the mid 
states. A company with the president « 
a learned society at its head was form 
for the furtferance of the industry in Pen 
sylvania. A Frenchman came out fro 
Lyons to teach the art of managing sil 
worms, and elaborate instructions we 
printed. The craze spread jnto Delawa 
and Maryland. It was urged that this i 
dustry could: be carried on at home, a: 
that it furnished casy and profitable wo 
for women and children. In those da 
American women were more easily ii: 
pressed with the glamdur of royalty, and : 
was represented that royal ladies in a 
tines had been deeply interested in si! 
culture. Hundreds of homes became tt 
scene of the industry and dainty gir 
sedulously gathered mulberry leaves t 
feed those ravenous worms Everybod 
was ina flutter of excitement at the pro: 
pect. Thousands of mulberry trees we: 
planted, and some of them or their d: 
scendants still linger. 

An almost fatal disaster, attended wit 


curious mawifestations, overtook the sili. 


growers of Pennsylvania in 1838-0. It was 
represented that the Chinese or South Sea 
mulberry was in every way as suitabie 
as the white mulberry to feed sila: 
worms. Thereupon there began to be a 
great speculation inthe Chinese mulberry. 
One nurseryman ordered 5,000,000 of the 
plants from lrance, and sent over $80,0.' 
in gold to bind the bargain. Tiny twiz- 
brought one and two dollars apiece, an: 


cession, each time at an advance. The 
speculation was like that which raged iu 
the daysof the tulip craze. Late in 1859 


the collapse came, and in the spring of | 


1840 the Chinese mulherry sold at two and 
three cents each. Wiile the speculation 
was atits heizht $00,000 changed hand: 
for plants during one week in Philadel 
phia alone. 

In 1844 many of the Chinese mulberry 
plants were killed by a severe frost, and 
even Connecticut was discouraged. I4 
was then that the New England capitalists 
set about building milis and importing 
raw silk. 

The hope of growing raw silk has per- 
sistently shaintained a foothold in Phila- 
delpbia, and that city is the home of the 
Woman's Silk Culture association. Lorin
